Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1959* 

The  numbers,  both  of  births  and  deaths,  showed  an  increase 
over  the  figures  for  1953#  but  the  adverse  balance  of  deaths  over  births 
continued.  The  deaths  of  three  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life,  and 
one  stillbirth,  were  recorded.  The  list  of  causes  of  death  was  once  more 
headed  by  heart  disease  in  various  forms,  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system 
and  cancer,  in  that  order. 

There  was  a small  epidemic  of  measles,  96  cases  being  notified. 

Apart  from  this,  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  low7. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  and  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis. 

The  summer  of  1959  was  unusually  hot  and  dry,  but  the  Borough's 
water  supply  stood  up  well  to  the  test.  During  the  year,  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  made  the  East  Cornwall  Water  Board  Order, 

1959,  setting  up  the  East  Cornwall  Water  Board,  of  which  the  Borough  is  now 
a constituent  member. 

Further  slum  clearance  action  was  initiated  in  the  Tower  Street  - 
Northgate  Street  area  during  the  year  and  with  it,  a re -development  plan 
for  the  area.  For  many  generations,  this  part  of  the  town  has  seen  the 
daily  round  of  family  life,  and  it  is  in  keeping  with  this  tradition, 
and  the  character  of  the  Borough,  that  the  district  should  continue  to  house 
some  of  its  people,  in  the  living  conditions  of  to-day. 

I must  express  my  thanks  to  Mr,  G.E. Gifford,  the  Council's 
Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  valuable  co-operation  in  all  aspects 
of  our  work  together  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  The  Council's 
other  departments  have  continued  their  willing  help.  I am  grateful  to  the 
General  Medical  Practitioners  for  their  co-operation. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  acknowledge,  once  again,  the  continued 
interest  and  encouragement  of  the  members  of  the  Council  and,  in 
particular,  of  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

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AREA  (in  acres)  2,182,  This  ancient  Borough  is  the  natural  centre  of  the 
agricultural  community  in  North  Cornwall  and  adjoining  parts  of  Devon.  It 
has  important  markets  and  some  light  industry. 

POPULATION  - The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  for  the 
mid-year  1959  to  he  4,680,  an  increase  of  ten  over  the  previous  year.  The 
"natural"  increase  in  the  population  is  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths. 

In  1959  there  were  15  fewer  births  than  deaths. 

DEATHS  - The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  Borough  for  the  year 
was  72  compared  with  68  in  1958*  The  crude  death  rate,  based  on  the  mid-year 
population  was  15*38  compared  with  14,56  in  the  previous  year.  The  following 
table  has  been  compiled  for  comparison  with  previous  years  :

In  order  to  compare  the  mortality  in  the  District  with  the  mortality 
for  England  and  Wales  it  is  necessary  to  make  a correction  to  allow  for  the 
difference  in  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  two  populations.  This  is 
done  by  applying  to  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  District  an  "Area  comparability 
factor"  which  has  been  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  a.s  O.64  for  this 
Borough. 

The  standardised  Death  Rate,  therefore,  is  9*84  which  may  be  compared 
with  that  of  11.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

BIRTHS  - The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  this  Borough  was  57  compared 
with  55  in  1958.  The  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  12.18.  When 
the  Registrar  General’s  Area  Comparability  Factor  for  births  (l,06)  is 
applied  to  this  figure,  the  Standardised  Birth  Rate  of  12.91  Tor  this  Borough 
compares  with  16.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

STIIIjBIRTHS  - The  number  of  stillbirths  during  1959  was  NIL 

ILIEGITIMATE  BIRTHS  - There  were  two  illegitimate  births  assigned  to  the 
Borough  during  the  year,  compared  with  none  in  1958. 

INTERNAL  MORTALITY  - No  case  of  death  during  pregnancy  has  been  recorded. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  - The  deaths  of  three  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life  we  re 
recorded  during  the  year.

While  the  general  infant  mortality  rate  has  shown  a considerable 
improvement  since  the  early  part  of  this  century,  the  mortality  of  infants 
within  the  first  week  of  life  has  not  improved  in  comparable  degree. 

The  fall  in  post-neonatal  mortality  has  been  due  in  large  measure  to 
improved  infant  care  and  hygiene,  control  of  infectious  disease, advances 
in  treatment  of  respiratory  disease  and  improved  social  conditions 
generally.  Late  neonatal  deaths  (i.e.  deaths  from  1-4  weeks  of  age) 
have  tended  to  improve  similarly,  but  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  are 
closely  related  to  conditions  present  before  and  during  birth  and  this 
mortality  has  remained  high.  Stillbirths  are  causally  closely  connected 
with  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  and  are  now  linked  with  them 
in  one  mortality  group,  to  which  the  name  perinatal  mortality  is  applied. 

To  effect  an  improvement  in  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  is 
not  an  easy  matter,  as  knowledge  of  many  conditions  associated  with  it, 
e.g.  toxaemia  of  pregnancy  and  congenital  abnormalities,  is  very  incomplete. 
Per  the  more  immediate  aspect  of  the  problem,  essentials  are  the  continuation 
of  a high  standard  of  antenatal  care,  with  the  provision  of  antenatal  beds, 
continued  improvement  in  obstetrics,  with  adequate  beds,  both  emergency  and 
other,  and  skilled  attention  for  the  premature  and  weakly  infant.  Prom  the 
long  term  point  of  view,  continued  research  into  toxaemia  of  pregnancy,  the 
causation  of  developmental  abnormalities, and  the  causes  of  premature  labour 
is  required.  A perinatal  mortality  enquiry,  carried  out  in  195&  "by  the 
National  Birthday  Trust  Fund,  the  report  of  which  is  not  yet  available,  nay 
give  useful  information. 

NOTE: 


Vital  Statistics.  It  is  important  that  too  mugh  weight  should  not  be 
attached  to  small  variations  in  these  rates  from  one  year  to  the  other, 
particularly  where  relatively  small  populations  are  involved  - attention 
should  rather  be  paid  to  the  trend  of  these  rates  over  a period  of  years.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HUHjTH  SERVICES 
General  Medical  Services 

General  medical  services  under  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1 91+6,  are  provided  Toy  medical  practitioners  resident  in  the  district 
and  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  whom  undertake  maternity  medical  services. 

County  Council  Services 

I Health  Department  : The  County  Council  is  the  local  health  authority 

for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 

and  provides  the  following  services  in  the  district  : - 

(a)  Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing.  Nurse-midwives  are  provided  to 
attend  general  nursing  and  midwifery  cases  in  the  home. 

(b)  Health  Visiting.  The  nurse  rnidwives  act  also  as  health  visitors 
and,  with  special  training  in  the  case  of  the  mother  and  young 
child,  are  available  to  give  advice  on  health  matters  in  the 
home  or  at  the  clinic.  They  act  also  as  school  nurses. 

(c)  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  A fortnightly  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is 
held  at  the  Health  Clinic,  Launceston. 

(d)  Dental  Clinic.  Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  at  the  Health  Clinic,  Launceston. 

(e)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation.  Facilities  for  vaccination  against 
smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
are  provided  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  or  by  the  supply  of 
materials  to  the  family  doctor.  Regular  sessions  are  held  for 
poliomyelitis  vaccination. 

(f)  Home  Help  Service.  Home  helps  are  employed  to  provide  domestic 
help  for  households  in  certain  circumstances,  a charge  being  made 
for  this  service  according  to  the  means  of  the  person  concerned. 

(g)  Ambulance  Service.  A service  of  ambulances  for  the  conveyance  of 
sick,  accident  and  emergency  cases  is  provided.  Por  sitting  cases 
utilecon  sitting  case  vehicles  are  used.  When  appropriate,  some 
such  cases  are  carried  by  the  Hospital  Gar  Service,  a voluntary 
organisation.  Day-to-day  administration  of  the  service  is  carried 
out  from  Ambulance  Control,  Bodmin. 
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(h)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care,  A full-time 
tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  provided  for  the  care  and 
after-care  of  tuberculous  persons*  District  nurses  are 
available  to  assist  in  the  treatment  of  such  persons  'when 
required  by  the  Chest  Physician  or  family  doctor.  Certain 
special  investigations  are  carried  out  in  other  types  of 
illness  by  district  health  visitors  while  health  education 
is  carried  out  by  the  County’s  medical  and  nursing  staff. 

(j)  Mental  Health.  The  County  Council  has  certain  responsibili- 
ties in  connection  with  the  ascertainment  of  mental  ill- 
health  and  mental  deficiency,  with  the  provision  of  statutory 
supervision,  etc.  for  mental  defectives  living  in  the  community, 
and  with  the  provision  of  after-care  following  treatment  for 
mental  illness.  The  Duly  Authorised  Officer  for  the  district 
works  from  the  Health  Area  Office,  Launceston. 

II  Education  Department.  As  local  education  authority,  the  County 
Council  is  responsible  for  the  School  Health  Service, which 
provides  the  following  : 

Periodic  Medical  Inspection  of  pupils. 

Cleanliness  Surveys  of  pupils. 

Dental  Inspection  and  treatment  of  pupils 
Ascertainment  of  handicapped  pupils  in  need  of 
special  education. 

Treatment  Clinic,  Health  Clinic,  Launceston  :- 
Dental  Clinic  by  appointment. 

Child  Guidance,  by  arrangement  at  Plymouth  Child 
Guidance  .Clinic,  • A..*. 

Ill  Welfare  Department.  This  service  is  concerned  with  the  welfare 
of  the  aged,  and  with  that  of  various  categories  of  handicapped 
persons.  It  is  concerned  also  with  the  provision  of  temporary 
accommodation  in  certain  circumstances  for  persons  in  urgent  l 

need  thereof.  The  Welfare  Officer  for  the  district  works  from  the 
Health  Area  Office,  Launceston, 

Hospital  Services. 

The  South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  the  hospital  authority 
for  the  area. 

Launceston  Hospital  provides  in-patient  and  out-patient  facilities 
in  the  district.  Patients  are  referred  also  to  hospitals  in  Plymouth 
and  elsewhere.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the  Scott 
Isolation  Hospital,  Plymouth,  and  tuberculosis  patients  to  Didworthy  and 
Tehidy  Sanatoria.  Mental  hospital  accommodation  is  provided  by  St. 

Lawrence 1 s Hospital  and  Laninval  House,  Bodmin  and  Moorfields  Hospital, 
Ivybridge,  Devon. 


An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Health  Clinic, Launceston, 
and  a Physiotherapy  Clinic  at  Tavistock  Hospital.  The  Chest  Clinic  is  held 
at  Launceston  Hospital. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  for  school  and  pre-school  children  is  lie  Id 
periodically  at  the  Launceston  Health  Clinic.  A specialist  Ante-natal 
clinic  is  held  at  the  Launceston  Health  Clinic  each  week. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Plymouth, 
to  which  specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent. 
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ShhiTARY  CIRCUl'iSTMCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

WATER  SUPPLIES 


On  tlie  25th  August,  1959*  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
announced  his  decision,  after  consideration  of  objections  at  a Public  Hearing 
on  10th  December,  1958  to  make  the  East  Cornwall  Water  Board  Order  1959  setting 
up  the  new  Joint  Water  Board,  The  Order  was  to  be  substantially  in  the  terms 
of  the  draft  already  circulated  subject  to  the  minor  exception  of  Boyton 
Parish,  He  also,  as  the  result  of  representations  at  the  hearing  made  certain 
financial  concessions,  one  of  which  related  to  the  water  rate  to  be  levied  by 
the  Board  during  the  next  ten  years  on  the  Borough  of  Launceston, 

The  East  Cornwall  Joint  Water  Board  comes  into  full  operation  on  1st 
October,  I960,  with  its  administrative  centre  in  Liskeard. 

During  the  exceptionally  hot,  dry  summer  of  1959 > a continuous  supply 
of  water  was  maintained  to  the  Borough,  This  was  achieved  through  the 
close  co-operation  given  by  the  public  in  limiting  car  washing  and  the  use 
of  garden  hoses,  by  judicious  scraping  of  the  main  to  ensure  a full 
throughput  and  by  day  and  night  detection  of  leaks  in  the  distribution  services. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  filter  beds  at  Bray  Down  were  cleaned 
out  and  the  filtering  media  renewed.  In  order  to  reduce  the  acidity  of  the 
water,  due  largely  to  the  presence  of  carbon  dioxide-, a small  aeration  plant 
was  constructed  at  the  junction  of  the  springs  with  the  main  and  some 
improvement  was  noted. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  periodically  for  bacteriological  examination, 
both  from  the  unchlorinated  main  supply  and  from  the  treated  distribution 
services.  Of  six  samples  taken  from  the  former  supply,  three  were  without 
organisms  and  only  one  of  the  remainder  had  more  than  ten  coliform  organisms. 
This  sample,  which  contained  seventy  organisms,  was  taken  on  28th  September 
after  the  summer  drought  and,  though  not  an  indication  of  serious  pollution, 
it  merited  investigation.  The  gathering  ground  was  checked  and  cleared  of 
pollutive  matter  which  had  accumulated  and  following  this,  a sample  free  from 
organisms  was  reported. 

Pour  bacteriological  and  two  chemical  samples  were  taken  from  wells 
within  the  Borough,  One  of  these  wells  was  found  to  have  a coliform  count 
of  more  than  sixteen  hundred  organisms,  with  a dangerously  high  lead  content. 
Steps  are  being  taken  to  extend  a piped  water  supply  to  this  point.  Five 
samples  token  from  the  treated  distribution  services  were  without  organisms, 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

St,  Leonard^  Sewage  Works  - The  first  stage  of  the  new  Sewage 
Installation  at  St.  Leonards  was  finished  during  the  year  and  the  new  sludge 
digestion  lagoons  and  sludge  drying  beds  were  brought  into  use  in  October. 

In  order  to  produce  as  satisfactory  an  effluent  as  possible  whilst 
construction  is  being  carried  on,  recourse  has  been  made  to  rapid  filtration 
and  land  treatment. 
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In  September,  when  the  level  of  water  in  the  River  Tamar  was  extremely 
low,  a sudden  high  fish  mortality  was  reported.  An  effluent  sample  from  the 
Sewage  Works  showed  that  very  gross  contamination  by  Ammonia  and  Tar  Acids  was 
present  and  was  the  probable  cause  of  the  fish  mortality.  This  contamination 
was  considered  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  have  been  due  to  a Gas  Works  product 
having  entered  the  Council's  sewers,  but  all  efforts  to  confirm  that  such  a 
discharge  took  place  have  failed.  Samples  taken  before  and  since  the  incident 
have  confirmed  that  Tar  Acids  are  absent  in  the  normal  effluent  and  Ammonia  is 
only  present  in  small  quantities. 

Scame  Sewage  Works  - The  scheme  of  modernization  is  almost  completed 
and  should  be  in  operation  by  the  beginning  of  i960.  A great  improvement 
has  been  brought  about  particularly  with  regard  to  the  sludge  drying  beds, 
the  drainage  from  which  had  been  a source  of  anxiety  as  danger  of  pollution 
of  adjoining  agricultural  land  existed.  A high  standard  of  effluent  is 
essential  from  the  new  installation  as  the  volume  of  the  stream  to  which  it 
discharges  is  very  small. 

Sewers  and  Drains  - Due  to  extremely  heavy  rainfall  in  November, 
houses  in  the  Newport  and  Riverside  area  were  flooded  on  several  occasions 
owing  to  the  main  sewer  failing  to  cope  with  the  volume  of  water.  Steps 
are  being  taken  to  bring  into  use  the  newly  constructed  length  of  sewer  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment.  This  is  of  larger  diameter  than  the  sewer 
at  present  in  use,  A storm  water  relief  sewer  is  also  to  be  constructed  as 
a temporary  measure. 

Surcharging  of  the  sewers  at  Scame  by  storm  water  was  investigated 
by  the  Consulting  Engineers  and  successful  modifications  were  carried  out 
on  their  recommendation. 

All  new  sewers  and  drains  were  tested  under  pressure  by  means  of 
water  or  smoke. 

SWIMMING  POOL 


The  swimming  pool  at  Coronation  Park  is  of  the  open  air  type  and  contains 
approximately  100,000  gallons  of  water.  It  is  filled  from  the  Borough  supply 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  the  bath  is  equipped  with  an  automatic 
chlorination  dosing  plant.  It  is  further  treated  by  a circulating  filter  and 
by  dosage  with  alum  and  soda.  Following  a mechanical  breakdown  in  June,  a 
heavy  growth  of  algae  developed  and  it  became  necessary  to  close  the  bath  for 
four  days  until  satisfactory  conditions  were  restored  by  superchlorination . 

The  bath  was  very  heavily  used  during  the  summer  but  of  eleven  samples  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination,  nine  were  without  colifom  organisms  and  two 
were  reported  as  containing  thirteen  organisms,  a relatively  low'  count. 
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DISINFECTION 

Current  and  terminal  disinfection  by  means  of  gaseous  and  liquid 
disinfectants  is  carried  where  certain  infectious  disease  is  notified# 
One  house  was  disinfected  during  the  year  and  a parcel  from  a smallpox- 
infected  foreign  port  was  dealt  with  at  the  request  of  the  recipient. 

DI  SUMS  STATION 


Disinfestation  of  premises  is  carried  out  when  required.  One 

Was  treated  for  heavy  flea  infestation,  but  no  cases  of  bed  bug 
infestation  have  been  reported.  The  roof  spaces  of  four  dwelling  houses 
were  found  to  be  infested  by  thousands  of  flies.  These  are  not  the  normal 
house  fly  but  a type  of  fly  known  as  the  "cluster  fly"  which  shelters  in 
warn  dark  places.  Fumigation  was  necessary  to  deal  with  the  infestations 
which  are  understood  to  have  been  occurring  in  many  parts  of  the  country, 
probably  due  to  the  long  hot  summer.  * 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Bi-weekly  collections  are  made  of  household  refuse  and  weekly 
collections  made  of  refuse  and  salvage  from  trade  premises.  Thirty-six

Under  the  authority  of  Section  4 of  the  Local  Government  hot  of  1953, 
the  Rodent  Control  Grants  payahle  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, Fisheries  and 
Pood  to  Local  Authorities  under  Section  11  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  to 
Pests  Act  1949  ceased  to  be  made  after  31st  March,  1959*  The  Divisional 
Pests  Staff  of  the  Ministry  are  still  available,  however,  to  give  advice  where 
necessary. 

Some  difficulty  v/as  experienced  daring  the  year  in  coping  with  the  work 
of  rodent  control  due  to  the  absence  on  the  Sick  List  for  fourteen  weeks  of  the 
Council's  Rodent  Operator.  There  v/as  a definite  increase  in  the  rat  population 
during  this  time,  which  demonstrated  the  need  for  the  constant  supervision 
normally  maintained.

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Pie  alt  h Circular  17/55  of  23rd  November, 
1955#  details  on  housing  matters  in  reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
need  no  longer  be  included  since  Nall  details  are  submitted  quarterly 
to  the  Minis  ter  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Slum  Clearance  is,  however,  receiving  attention,  and  following 
consultations  between  the  County  Planning  Officers,  a Consultant 
Architect,  Members  of  the  Development  and  Housing  Committees  and  Officers 
of  the  Council,  a plan  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Tower  Street/ 

Northgate  Street  Area  was  formulated.  This  plan  was  adopted  in  principle 
by  the  Council  in  December,  subject  to  consideration  of  matters  of  detail 
at  a later  date. 

In  the  some  month,  an  Official  Representation  of  a Clearance  Area 
was  made  under  Section  A 2 of  the  Housing  Act  1957  in  respect  of  properties 
included  in  the  first  stage  of  the  redevelopment  plan.  Twenty  properties 
were  included  involving  seventeen  families  and  forty-six  persons.  It  is 
hoped  to  deal  with  the  acquisition  of  these  properties  through  negotiation. 
Two  houses  have  already  been  acquired  by  the  Council,  one  of  which  has  been 
vacated  and  closed. 

Two  Closing  Orders  were  made  under  Sections  17  and  13  of  the  Housing 

Act  1957.

Eleven  informal  notices  were  served  for  minor  contraventions  of 
the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations. 

(iv)  Educational  Activities 

Ministry  Publications  on  Pood  Hygiene  Codes  of  Practice  with  regal'd 
to  the  Retail  Meat  Trade  and  to  the  Organisations  dealing  with  the 
Transport  and  Handling  of  Meat  were  issued  to  local  butchers  and  meat 
transporters . 
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(v)  Condemned  Pood 

Unsound  or  diseased  meat  is  sent  to  a processing  plant  at  Davilstow, 
where  it  is  sterilised  and  manufactured  into  fertiliser.  Condemned  canned 
goods  are  dealt  with  by  incineration  at  the  Council's  Refuse  Tip. 

(vi)  Special  Examination  of  Large  Rood  Consignments 

No  large  consignment  of  food  has  necessitated  special  examination  or 
large  scale  condemnation. 

(vii)  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  1947  - 1952 

No  ice  cream  is  produced  in  the  Borough  of  Launceston.  Forty-one 
samples  of  Ice  Cream,  all  of  the  hot  mix  type,  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  during  the  year.  Thirty-nine  samples 
were  classified  as  Provisional  Grade  One  and  the  remaining  two 
samples  were  classified  as  Provisional  Grade  Three.  This  is  a good 
overall  result  giving  only  of  samples  below  Grade  Two  whereas  up 

to  20 % is  permissible. 

(viii)Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1935  - 1956 

Smoking  whilst  engaged  in  the  handling  or  preparation  of  food,  is  still 
the  most  frequent  contravention  net  with  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  at  times  employees  seem  to  be  almost  unconscious  of 
the  fact  that  they  are  smoking. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  cloakrooms  or  lockers  are  provided 
for  outdoor  clothing,  it  is  common  to  find  personal  articles  and 
clothing  in  food  preparation  rooms  contrary  to  the  Regulations. 

(ix)  Milk  and  Cream 

There  are  five  registered  Dairies  within  the  Borough,  Two  of  these 
retail  milk  and  the  remaining  three  are  registered  in  order  that  they 
may  sell  loose  cream. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1 959  > distributors  of 
milk  are  now  licensed  by  the  local  authority  in  whose  area  their* 
premises  tir c situated.  Two  distributors  operate  from  outside  the 
Borough  and  three  are  situated  within,  and  licensed  by  the  Borough  Council. 
Pasteurised  Milk  is  sold  by  all  distributors  two  of  whom  also  sell 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk, 

A small  quantity  of  undesignated  milk  is  sold  from  a farm 
within  the  Borough. 

It  is  understood  that  from  1st  October,  i960,  Launceston  will 
be  included  as  a Designated  Area  and  only  Tuberculin  Tested,Pasteurised 
or  Sterilised  Milk  may  then  be  sold.

(xi)  Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

There  was  an  increase  of  14,060  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in 
1959 1 indicating  a rise  of  20,09%  over  the  1 938  figure  and  representing  a 
total  kill  of  84 >007,  made  up  as  follows

Cysticercus  Bovis 


There  has  been  little  change  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Cysticercus 
Bovis  detected  during  1959*  This  parasite,  the  developmental  stage  of 
the  human  tapeworm,  was  found  in  four  steers  and  one  cow.  This  gives  an 
incidence  of  0.10%  representing  a decrease  of  0.01%  over  the  1958  figure  of 
0.11%. 


Affected  carcases  are  totally  condemned  if  the  condition  is  generalised. 
Otherwise  they  are  treated  by  three  weeks  refrigeration  at  a temperature  of 
not  less  than  20  degrees  Fahrenheit.  In  all  cases  detected  during  the  year, 
the  lesion  was  In  the  head  or  in  the  heart  and  no  cysts  were  found  in  the 
carcases.  The  organ  or  part  affected  is  always  condemned. 

The  carcases  of  twenty-four  animals  were  sent  to  Launceston  from 
other  areas  for  refrigeration  treatment,  following  the  finding  in  them  of 
localised  Cysticercus  Bovis.  Careful  supervision  was  maintained  to  ensure 
that  the  required  detention  period  was  observed. 
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Tuberculosis 


Under  the  Tuberculosis  (Cornwall  and  West  Devon)  Eradication  Area 
Order,  1959  > all  cattle  reacting  to  the  Tuberculin  Test  were  ordered  to  be 
slaughtered  forthwith.  These  measures  were  commenced  in  March  and, 
after  heavy  slaughtering  of  infected  animals,  the  Divisional  Veterinary 
Officer  was  able  to  state  in  July  that  every  herd  in  the  County  of  Cornwall 
had  been  Tuberculin  Tested  and  all  reactors  removed  and  slaughtered.  It 
was  hoped  that  tuberculosis  in  cattle  would  have  diminished  to  negligible 
proportions  within  a few  months. 

It  appears  that  these  hope s were  well  founded  and  from  October 
to  the  end  of  1959  j no  case  of  bovine  tuberculosis  was  detected  within  the 
Borough  of  Launceston,  This  is  a truly  dramatic  decrease,  observing  that 
in  1958  an  average  of  39  cases  of  Tuberculosis  per  month  were  occurring. 

The  final  eradication  programme  has  now  been  in  progress  since  July 
and  at  the  request  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer,  immediate  details 
have  been  forwarded  to  him  of  any  case  of  bovine  tuberculosis  detected 
during  meat  inspection. 

Unfortunately  there  is  little  reduction  in  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  ii  pigs. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958. 

Under  Section  3(l)  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  each  local 
authority  is  required  to  review,  and  at  a date  not  sooner  than  2nd  November, 

1959  or  later  than  2nd  November,  i960,  to  report,  after  consultations  with 
interests  concerned,  on 

(a)  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  their  district 
for  slaughterhouse  facilities;  and 

(b)  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  which  are, or  are  likely  to  become, 
available  to  meet  those  requirements.

This  report,  which  is  of  a very  comprehensive  nature  is  in  an 
advanced  stage  of  preparation  and  should  be  ready  for  consideration  by  the 
Council  in  .good.  tiTje.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASE. 


The  Infectious  diseases  which  are  statutorily  notifiable  to  trie 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  following  :-  Smallpox,  cholera, 
diphtheria,  membranous  croup,  erysipelas,  scarlet  fever,  t;7phus  fever, 
typhoid  fever,  paratyphoid  fever,  relapsing  fever,  plague,  poliomyelitis, 
tuberculosis,  malaria,  dysentery,  puerperal  pyrexia,  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  acute  primary  pneumonia,  acute  influenzal  pneumonia,  whooping 
cough,  measles,  acute  encephalitis,  meningococcal  infection  and  food 
poisoning. 

The  monthly  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  shorn  in  Table  III, 

Smallpox,  No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  in  the  course  of  which 
51  primary  vaccinations  and  9 revaccinations  were  carried  out. 

Diphtheria,  No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Seventy-seven  children  received  a complete  course  of  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  during  the  year,  the  triple  antigen  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  being  used  in  almost  all  cases. 

Measles,  A small  epidemic  occurred  during  the  year,  a total  of  96  cases 
being  notified.  The  peak  of  the  epidemic  occurred  during  June,  July  and 
August,  out  of  character  for  this  disease,  which  usually  has  a winter 
incidence.  No  deaths  were  reported. 

Meningococcal  Infection.  One  case  of  meningococcal  meningitis,  in  an 
infant,  vmts  notified  in  January,  This  was  a severe  infection  with  a 
fatal  outcome.  The  source  of  the  infection  was  not  discovered,  and  no 
secondary  cases  occurred. 

Poliomyelitis , No  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  year. 
Vaccination  continued,  and  in  1959#  33?  persons  in  the  Borough  completed 
the  primary  course  of  two  injections.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  966  persons 
in  all  the  eligible  age-groups  and  priority  classes  had  received  the 
primary  course  of  vaccination  since  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  in  1956* 
and  576  of  these  had  also  had  their  third  injection.

No  sue t Ion  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Public  Health. 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  in  connection  with 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk 
trade,  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1 93^>  which  deals 
with  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  patients  and  the  County  Council  for  the  prevention  of 
spread  of  the  disease  and  after-care  of  the  patient. 

Out-patients  and  contacts  are  seen  by  the  Chest  Physician  (Dr. 

Mellor)  at  the  Chest  Clinic  at  Launceston  Hospital.  The  County  Council 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  attends  the  Clinic,  follows  up  the  patients 
in  their  homes,  traces  contacts  and  sources  of  infection  and  thus  acting 
as  a most  valuable  and  essential  "liaison  officer"  between  the  curative 
and  preventive  services,  bridges  a most  alarming  administrative  gap.  All 
susceptible  contacts  of  known  cases  in  the  Borough  are  offered  B.C.G-. 
vaccination  and  the  majority  avail  themselves  of  this  method  of  protection. 

The  County  Council’s  scheme  for  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  susceptible 
school  leavers  was  contiiued  during  the  year,  again  with  an  excellent 
response. 


OTHER  DISEASES 

Cancer  of  the  Lung.  During  1959*  one  male  death  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
was  recorded  out  of  a total  of  7 cancer  deaths.  Siice  1949  there  have  been 
48  male  and  72  female  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer.  Of  these,  7 male  and 
4 female  deaths  have  been  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.
